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For the last several months Ante Pavelic, who was president of the Nazi. 
sponsored Creat Independent Republic (1942-72942) » has been cttempting te 
organise his military forces. He has issued cordes to his immediate 
assistants te prepare lista of all forner Croatian military personnel ac- 
cording te their branch of service in the armed forces. Pavelic ig nre- 
paring these lists becaugs he believes that war between the Western powers 
and the Soviet Union is inevitable and will break out in the domediates 
future. In this war the Western nations, led by the United States, will 
need the manpower of all anti-Communist forees, particularly of those vho 
heve had mllitery training, Pavelic feels thet only with the defeat of 
Communism can the independence of Croatia be reestablished. 


Since during the first stages 0 f the Korean conflict the Arrentine public 
Was opposed te the sending of ivoentine forces owteids the country, the 


. Argentine Government has reportedly beea studying the possibility of ersating 


en Anti-Conamnist Legion which could be dispniched to Europe, The Leeiton 
would be composed principally ef recent political exiles of European origin; 
one of the European netional groups which have been considered is Pevyelic's 
Ustasha group. Pavelie sees in the olan « grand opnortonlty fer econing 
again into the public eye as one of the "allies" tn any enti.Comrunist 
atrugela. 


The lists prepared by Pavelic are restricted renerally to Argentine, because, 
with the exception of Uruguay and Venezuela, Croat, ioe gations in other 
countries are not wholly under Pavelie'’s comtrol. thouch he hes inotructers 
thet only wllitery personnel be included in hie 12 ee Pavyelile repor tedly 
will eccept any Croat willing to serve under him, irrespective of the amount 
of previous militery training. 


Although Pavelia's militery "experts" bozst of their military prowess, at is 
a fact thet not one experienced Ustashe sareer officer has accepted « position 
on Pevelie’s general staff, Former Ustashe privates and non-comiasioned 
officers, on the other hand, heve greet od Pevelic’s move with favor, The 
reason why Ustashse. officer and enlisted personnel have reacted se differentiy 
te Pavelic’s order is as follows: the vank ond file of the Ustashi ecnsider 
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Pevelle te be the greatest living Croat, who has dedicated his life to ostatn 
the independence of Groatia., They believe that only uncer this leadership will 
the Croate oe delivered from Serblen dowd: nation. Among the Usteshi intelli 
gentsia, hovever, tne opinion nravedls that Pavelic ts finished ss e volitical 
néader, To prove their conte:rtion that he is ineanable of being e national 
ieader they eite the tragedy eae securvred «% Ble: iperg, Austria, et the end 
of World War TI, Abowt 100 Ustashi, being sent clandestinely inte Croatia
